U.S. Base 
Alters Duty 
on Cuba 
Tours 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Near­ 
ly half the American women 
and children living at Guanta­ 
namo when Cuba shut off the 
naval base’s water supply last 
winter have returned to the 
United States, tile Navy repor­ 
ed today. 
The U.S. family populaion of 
Guantanamo totaled 1,747 as of 
Oct. I. Last February it stood at 
2,994. All dependents are ex­ 
pected to be gone by February 
1966. 
Gradual removal of depend­ 
ents of American naval and 
civilian personnel was ordered 
Feb. ll as one of a number of 
measures designed to make the 
base self-sufficient. 
Several 
days 
earlier 
Fidel 
fastro shut off Guantanamo’s 
fresh water source in retaliation 
for U.S. seizure of some Cuban 
fishermen who had strayed into 
American waters. Less than a 
month later, Castro offered to 
turn the water back on but the 
United States spurned that of­ 
fer. 
To make the base independent 
of outside water sources, the 
government 
ordered 
construc­ 
tion of three plants for convert­ 
ing salt water to fresh, with a 
daily output of 2.2 million gal­ 
lons. 
Two of the three plants have 
been finished and are producing 
1.5 million gallons a day, the 
Navy said. The third plant is on 
schedule and due to be in busi­ 
ness in mid-December. 
Families leave the base as 
their menfolk finish two-year 
tour periods. New men are sent 
to 
Guantanamo 
on 
one-year 
tours, without their wives and 
children. 
The military population of the 
base is 4,125 men, plus 154 U.S. 
civilian workers. 
To keep morale from slipping, 
the Navy said it is expected that 
married men sent to the base 
without their families “ will be 
able to return to the States once 
during their tour for leave.” 
“Extensive plans are in the 
mill for Christmas leave,” the 
Navy said. “Single men will 
also be given leave in the States 
or in Jam aica.”

Sudan Chief 
Pledges Change 


Military Rule 
To Come to End 


KHARTOUM, Sudan (AP) - 
After five days of bloody riot­ 
ing, President Ibrahim Abboud 
promised Monday night to end 
the military’s six-year rule of 
the Sudan. Opposition political 
leaders called off a general 
strike scheduled today. 
Abboud set no date for the end 
of military control but in a 
broadcast 
promised 
progress 
toward a government “accepta­ 
ble to all citizens.” 
His first move was to take fill 
power personally, dissolving the 
ruling Supreme Military Council 
of eight generals and the Cabi­ 
net. Abboud was chairman of 
the council, which seized power 
in a bloodless coup Nov. 17, 
1958. 
There was no immediate indi­ 
cation 
whether 
other military 
leaders would bow to Abboud, 
who also is commander of the 
army and widely respected. 
The president said he would 
call the legislature into session 
to consider protests made dur 
ing disorders in Khartoum and 
adjoining Omdurman and North 
Khartoum. 
Ten persons were killed and 
about IOO injured in the rioting, 
according 
to 
unofficial 
esti­ 
mates. 
No 
Americans 
were 
among the casualties, although 
university students stoned the 
U.S. Embassy and attempted to 
burn it over the weekend. 
Abboud’s radio address ap. 
peared to go as far as possible 
toward satisfying 
the rioters 
without impugning the army. 
He recalled his regime had 
announced a plan last year — 
which opposition leaders called 
a smokescreen to retain power 
— calling for “a sound political 
system.” 
Now, Abboud said, he had 
decided to take over full power

Conservatives 
Given Chance 


Taft Is Labeled 
As Party Savior

WASHINGTON (AP) — With 
the election a week away, Re­ 
publican strategists now believe 
conservative GOP 
senatorial 
candidates might have a better 
chance than liberals of surviv­ 
ing a presidential contest defeat 
for Sen. Barry Coldwater. 
Any such outcome would be 
likely to slow down the efforts of 
GOP moderates to bring about 
what Gov. George Romney of 
Michigan and others have called 
“a rebirth of the Republican 
party” if Coldwater should lose. 
In IO state races where the 
Republicans credit their candi­ 
dates with an even, or better, 
than even, chance of winning, 
all but three of the nominees 
are listed as conservatives. 
Rep. Robert Taft Jr., running 
in Ohio, is given the best chance 
of winning of any of the Re­ 
publican senatorial candidates. 
Party moderates think that, in 
case of a Coldwater defeat, they 
could count on Taft to help reor­ 
ient the party. 
Sens. Winston L. Prouty oi 
Vermont 
and 
Hugh 
Scott of 
Pennsylvania, if the latter can 
breast 
an indicated 
tide for 
President Johnson in that state, 
would be counted on to bulwark 
the moderate cause. 
But 
in 
seven 
other 
states 
where Republicans believe they 
have a chance of electing their 
candidates, the nominees are 
generally regarded as conserva­ 
tives. 
They include Sens. John J. 
Williams of Delaware and Ro­ 
man L. Hruska of Nebraska, 
and candidates Paul J. Fannin 
in Arizona, George Murphy in 
California, 
Bud 
Wilkinson 
in 
Oklahoma, George Bush in Tex­ 
as, and Ernest L. Wilkinson in 
Utah. 
The 
Republican 
strategists 
are not counting anybody out. 
But they concede privately that 
Sens. Kenneth B. Keating in 
New York, Hiram L. Fong in 
Hawaii and J. Glen Beall in 
Maryland, all considered mod­ 
erates, have uphill battles on 
their hands. Sen. Edward L. 
Medham of New Mexico, a con­ 
servative, is put in a similar 
category.

Independence

LONDON (AP) — The British 
government warned Rhodesia’s 
white 
supremacy 
government 
today it would be guilty of trea 
son and rebellion if it declared 
the 
East 
African 
territory’s 
independence unilaterally.

statement 
from 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson’s 
office declared: “Serious conse­ 
quences would flow from such 
an act.” 
The statement apparently was 
prompted by an announcement 
Monday in Salisbury, the Rho­ 
desian capital, that a gathering 
of 622 African chiefs and head­ 
men 
had 
agreed they favor 
independence 
from 
Britain 
while the country’s white minor 
ity still has control. 
The British government had 
told Rhodesian Prime Minister 
Ian Smith previously it would 
not consider that the chiefs 
expression of opinion represent­ 
ed the African majority. 
Smith also has scheduled a 
national referendum Nov. 5 in 
which the largely white elector­ 
ate presumably will vote em­ 
phatically 
for 
independence 
now. Smith then is expected to 
demand freedom from Britain, 
with the threat of declaring 
independence unilaterally if re­ 
fused. 
The British government has 
been trying unsuccessfully to 
get the Rhodesian government 
to agree to a new constitution 
promising the African majority 
ultimate control. 
A declaration of independence 
by Rhodesia would be an act of 
defiance and rebellion, the Brit­ 
ish statement today said, “ and 
it would be treasonable to take 
steps to give effect to it.”

Republican presidential 
candidate said Johnson wants 
an election-day mandate to set 
the nation on what he called a 
plunge to socialistic ruin. 
“He won’t be satisfied with 
just an election — he wants to 
be crowned,” the Arizona sena­ 
tor said. “He wants total trust, 
total love, total power over your 
lives.” 
Johnson is the “most power 
hungry man in American poli­ 
tics,” Coldwater 
said 
in 
a 
speech prepared for delivery in 
Bristol. 
He hopped into the South, with 
London, Ky., also on his sched­ 
ule, after a wild, full-house rally 
in New York’s Madison Square 
Garden. 
There — before a crowd of 
more than 18,000 that cheered 28 
minutes before he could start 
his speech — Goldwater ac­ 
cused 
Johnson 
of 
“political 
daddyism . . . as old as dema 
gogues and despotism.” 
It was more of the same today 
in traditionally Republican east 
era Tennessee. 
“Somebody,” Goldwater said, 
“and it’s got to be you, must tell 
this man who uses race, who 
uses religion, who uses hard­ 
ships, who uses everything and 
everybody to further his politi 
cal ambitions . . . somebody 
must tell him that American 
votes cannot be bought, cannot 
be coerced and will not be hi­ 
jacked.” 
A self-styled underdog in the 
election a week away, Gold 
water asked Tennessee voters 
“Do we want raw and naked 
power 
and 
ambition 
in 
the 
White House? Power stripped of 
humility, stripped of common 
honesty, devoid of any morality 
except the morality of get, the 
morality of grab, and the mora 
lity of gifts for the favored 
few?” 
Goldwater 
said 
Johnson’s 
“ course is too far left. 
“It would lead to a socialist 
America,” he said. “Perhaps 
presided over by Lyndon John 
son’s 
handpicked 
successor 
Hubert Humphrey, the Ameri 
can politician whose roots are 
deepest in radical socialism.” 
Goldwater added: “The pace 
of this plunge to socialism, this 
careening, 90-mile-per hour ride 
to ruin, is a violation of every 
limit that the majority of Amer 
icans want to set. 
“On such a ride,” he sail 
“we may never have another 
chance short of the crack-up 
which socialism promises and 
the 
coddling 
of 
communism 
threatens.” 
At Madison Square Garden, 
capacity 18,000, there were no 
empty seats.

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— 
Seven 
major 
launchings, 
including two Project Mariner 
spacecraft ticketed for Mars are 
scheduled next month at Cape 
Kennedy. 
Late in November, the space 
agency 
plans 
to 
launch 
a 
Project Gemini capsule on a 
final unmanned flight to qualify 
it for manned missions sched­ 
uled to begin early next year. 
Other shots on the schedule 
are orbital development flights 
of the Centaur and Titan 3A 
space 
rockets; 
the 
Tiros 
9 
weather satellite, and a radia­ 
tion-sensing Explorer scientific 
satellite. 
The 
first 
Mariner - Mars 
launching is set for Nov. 4. The 
second could be fired as early 
as two days later, depending on 
how well No. I fares. 
November marks one of the 
rare occasions when Mars is in 
position to receive an unmanned 


visitor from earth. The next 
opportunity will be in December 
1966. 
Each Mariner payload is to 
travel about 350 million miles in 
8V^-month journeys 
to 
Mars. 
During 30-minute fly-bys within 
10,000 miles of the planet, each 
is to snap 20 television pictures 
and gather scientific data.

The unmanned Gemini High 
has

delayed 
numerous 
times because of technical and 
weather reasons. The Titan 2 
booster rocket twice was re­ 
moved from its launch pad be­ 
cause of hurricanes, and several 
weeks delay resulted when the 
rocket was damaged by light­ 
ning. 
The Titan 2 is to propel a fully 
equipped spacecraft 2,000 miles 
down 
the Atlantic 
range 
to 
check all systems, and re-entry 
and recovery techniques. 
If the shot succeeds, astro­ 
nauts Virgil I. Grissom and 
John W. Young are to take a 
five-hour, three-orbit trip in a 


similar capsule early in 1965. 
Eventually, Gemini astronauts 
are to stay in space for as long 
as two weeks to practice proce­ 
dures for going to the moon.

WASHINGTON (AP) — T h e 
year 1965 will be the year of the 
jockeys, no matter who wins the 
presidential election. New lead­ 
ers in Britain, the Soviet Union 
and the winner here will be 
jockeying for position on the 
foreign policy track. 
As they try to figure one an­ 
other out it should be a busy, 
even a harrowing, year with 
perhaps fresh crises and un­ 
predictable directions. 
A new crew will be running 
the Kremlin. The Laborites, for 
a change, will be running Brit­ 
ain. The American president, 
Lyndon B. Johnson or Barry 
Coldwater will becomparative- 
ly new in foreign dealings. 
Just about a year ago all 
three governments were headed 
by men who, by trial and error, 
had 
learned 
to 
know 
and 
deal with one another. Premier 
Khrushchev in the Soviet Union, 
Prime Minister Macmillan in 
Britain and President Kennedy 
here. 
Macmillan, the first to go, 
quit last October. Last Novem­ 
ber Kennedy was assassinated. 
Two weeks ago Khrushchev got 
the heave-ho into obscurity by 
the Kremlin hierarchy. 
In the Soviet Union, two men 
took Khrushchev’s place: Leon­ 
id I. Brezhnev and Alexei N. 
Kosygin. They may be only 


temporary front men with the 
real boss not yet able to claw 
his way to the top or already in 
the wings, waiting to step up. 
These two Russians, because 
of their meager dealings with 
tile outside world until now, are 
a relatively unknown quantity. 
They talk of continuing Khru­ 
shchev’s ‘‘p e a c e f u l coexist­ 
ence.” 
Even if they planned the op­ 
posite it would hardly be time to 
say so yet since the reasons for 
Khrushchev’s 
dismissal 
have 
not been announced. The rest of 
the Communist world 
seems 
unsure of what tile new leader­ 
ship means. 
In 
Britain, 
Harold 
Wilson, 
whose party won the Oct. 15 
elections, is the man in charge. 
He heads the first Labor gov­ 
ernment in 13 years. But the 
Laborites’ margin of seats in 
Parliament is so small he may 
not last long. 
Wilson never has been in a 
position to direct Britain’s for­ 
eign policy before. Undoubtedly 
he will make some changes in 
it. Right after the election he 
said the voters had given his 
party a mandate for “ many 
i changes” over the whole field of 


I government. 
And here, whether the winner 
next Tuesday is Johnson or 
Coldwater, he will really be new

to the rest of the world in major 
foreign dealing and dickering. 
Coldwater has had no say in 
foreign affairs, is not even on 
t h e Senate’s Foreign Relations 
Committee. 
In Johnson's ll months in 
office, he has had to make some 
foreign decisions. He had a 
hatful of domestic chores to 
worry about and concentrated 
first on them and then on the 
election campaign. 
He has been aware of the 
foreign problems but all three 
nations — this country, Britain, 
the Soviet Union — have been 
pretty much rocking along on 
such understandings as there 
were between Kennedy, Mac­ 
millan, and Khrushchev. 
Since Britain is an ally it can 
be assumed its relations with 
this country wi l l remain on a 
fairly quiet plane. The real task 
for the new president is to un­ 
derstand what the new Soviet 
leadership means and to cope 
with it.

What Voter Doesn't Know 


Every citizen ought to go to 
the polls. But before going, the 
voter ought to look carefully in 
the looking glass and 
ponder 
•the state of his own ignorance. 
This might lead to less cocksure­

humble vote is apt to be sound­ 
er than a vote registered in ar­ 
rogance. 
These thoughts are 
prompt­ 
ed by an article by Richard Nix­ 
on on "Cuba, Castro and John 
’F. Kennedy” that is scheduled 
•for appearance in the forthcom­ 
ing November issue of “T h e 
Reader's Digest.” Nixon, as he 
has been reminding Republican 
audiences in his whirlwind cam­ 
paign on behalf of the Coldwa­ 
ter candidacy, lost the 
1960 
election by the 
margin of a 
gnat’s w h i s k e r . As he looks 
back on things in his article, 
he thinks he was beaten when 
John F. Kennedy plastered him 
with a “soft on Castro” charge 
just prior to the fourth and last 
TV debate between the candi­ 
dates. There was a tremendous 
irony in this, for Nixon w as pow'- 
crless to combat the absolutely 
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baseless charge for reasons thai 
had to do with the securiy of 
a top - secret CIA project for 
invading Cuba that had already 
, been set in motion by the Ei­ 
senhower Administration. 
Nixon admits that the control­ 
ling elements inside the Eisen­ 
hower government had goofed 
in their original 
estimate 
of 
Castro’s character, although he 
himself had sent a memoran­ 
dum to Allen Dulles, boss of the 
. C e n t r a l Intelligence Agency, 
concluding that “Castro is eith­ 
er incredibly naive about Com­ 
munism or is under Communist 
discipline.” Regardless of the 
original mistake, however, Eis­ 
enhower had decided by early 
1960 that Castro was a Com­ 
munist agent. Says Nixon. “In 
a top-secret meeting . . . at 
which I was present, Eisenhow­ 
er authorized the CIA to organ­ 
ize and train Cuban exiles for 
the eventual purpose of freeing 
their homeland from Castro’s 
Communist rule.”

It was just six months later 
that John F. Kennedy leveled an 
I attack on Nixon for being 
a 
member of a “soft on Castro” 
Administration. 
Said Kennedy, 
"We must attempt to strength­ 
en the non-Batista, democratic, 
anti - Castro forces in exile and 
in Cuba itself who offer even­ 
tual hope of overthrowing Cas­ 
tro. Thus far, these fighters for 
freedom have had virtually no 
support from our government.” 
The Kennedy charge left Nix­ 
on rn a’ heads-he-w'in , tails-I- 
k).se” situation. If, in the next 
TV debate, Nixon were to tell 
the American public about the 
existence 
of 
the program for 
preparing the Cuban exiles for 
an invasion of their homeland, 
pointing out that he was one of 
its strongest 
advocates 
inside 
the Administration, 
it "would 
pull the rug out from under Ken­ 
nedy’s position.” "But,” says 
Nixon, "if I did so, the project 
would be doomed, and also the

, The worst of it, from Dewey’s 
standpoint, is that he had a sus­ 
picion that the Japanese 
had 
changed their codes long before 
1944, which would have made 
campaign revelations 
a b o u t 
Pearl Harbor harmless to the 
U.S. from a military standpoint. 
When I talked to Tom Dewey 
in 1945 he thought he 
might 
have been cheated out of a win­ 
ning issue in 1944. And today 
we have Nixon asking, "Now 
the question was, did J o h n 
Kennedy know of 
(the CIA) 
project?” 
Well, what the voter doesn't 
know may be everything. Or it 
may be nothing. But the voter 
who realizes his passible ignor­ 
ance 
will be a more 
careful 1 
man when he pulls that lever.

jacent neighbors — the gall blad­ 
der, the pancreas, the liver and 
even the h e a r t and lungs — j 
were troubled by any illness. 
Everyone 
has 
noticed 
how 
quickly nausea and even vomit­ 
ing accompany distantly related 
illnesses. 
Daily, millions of people com­ 
plain of heartburn, upset stom­ 
ach, acid indigestion, sour a n d 
! bloated stomach, and the old­ 
fashioned "bellyache.” 
Too often the recurring symp-, 
toms of stomach upset is imme- 
diately ascribed to "something 
I ate.” 
Doctors everywhere are in­ 
trigued with the patient's need 
to attribute a s y m p t o n 
to 
one cause or another. 
If heartburn or indigestion fol­ 
lows a night of carousing an d 
moderate gluttony, the telephone 
communications system sets up 
immediately. "Did you eat the 
shrimp? What about the straw­ 
berries? Was the dessert too 
rich?” Any 
answer seems to 
satisfy the need for an explan­ 
ation of the heartburn or indi­ 
gestion. 
'loo often the answers of their 
friends' actually delay seeking 
medical advice for the under- j 
lying cause of their distress. 
Because the stomach yells th e, 
loudest, heartburn and indiges 
lion must not he too casually 
blamed on these indiscretions 
or emotional upsets. 
Heartburn, technically known 
as pyrosis, is a burning sensa­ 
tion in the chest which may be 
totally unrelated to the stomach 


and be nature’s earliest warning 
of disease of the heart. 
The alkaline tablet, the sodi­ 
um bicarbonate may offer tem­ 
porary relief for what may be 
only indigestion. 
The chances are that the stom­ 
ach is yelling because it along 
has been abused. But it is worth 
a vi^it to the physician for re­ 
assurance if the heartburn-upset 
stomach recurs or persists for

NEW DELHI, India (AP) — 
Standing before kings, princes 
and 
premieres 
at 
the 
Cairo 
nonaligned 
conference 
this 
month, 
Prime 
Minister 
Lai 
Bahadur Shastri declared India 
is 
technically 
capable 
of 
producing nuclear weapons. 
Returning home a few days 
later, Shastri gathered his wor­ 
ried Cabinet ministers to dis­ 
cuss the nation’s food crisis and 
learned there was not enough 
sugar, bread and milk for the 


2V2 million residents of his al­ 
ready hungry capital. 
The nonaligned leaders got a 
picture of great technical ad­ 
vancement in India. The Cabi­ 
net ministers were advised to 
eat raw unprocessed sugar to 
set an example. 
These 
cintradictory 
events 
illustrate a tremendous gulf — 
it is apparent that while India 
dreams of steel mills, jet fight­ 
ers and transistor radios, India 
cannot feed itself. 
• 
The awesome food facts are 
Miese: 
—India’s 
population, 
now 
about 480 million, is growing by 
10-12 million annually. 
—Production 
of 
foodgrains, 
staple of all India diets, has 
been stagnant for three years 
and probably will remain stag­ 
nant for a while. 
—Only continued emergency 
shipments of U.S. wheat will 
ward 
off 
starvation 
because 
even if India spent every bit of 
available foreign exchange it 
could not purchase a six-month 
supply of wheat on world mark­ 
ets. 
The harsh reality is that In 
dia’s population is increasing 
faster than its economic growth 
instead of moving ahead, the 
nation's economy as a whole is 
slipping backward. 
America has spent tremen­ 
dous sums in India — almost $6 
billion since 1956 — and is ship­ 
ping in 600,000 tons of wheat a 
month. Even this expensive aid 
effort hasn’t been enough to 
guarantee food for all. The So­ 
viet Union, with an eye toward

Vast, sprawling India, though 
militarily weak, is the key to 
the East-West power balance in 
Asia. Only India has the man­ 
power to come close to counter­ 
ing the 700 millions of Commu­ 
nist China. 
And India, “the world’s larg­ 
est 
democracy,” 
serves 
as a 
testing 
ground for America’s 
argument that newly independ­ 
ent, underdeveloped nations can 
work out their problems through 
democratic government. 
If India falters or seeks solu­ 
tions by turning to authoritari­ 
anism 
—Communist, conserva­ 
tive or military — America’s 
cause would suffer a stunning 
blow. 
Prime Minister Shastri, 
rec­ 
ognizing this is gearing a new 
approach to agriculture even if 
it means sacrificing the policy 
of “industry now, food later” 
that flourished under Jawahar- 
lal Nehru. 
Overcoming the imbalance in 
economic 
development 
during 
the Nehru era is, in fact, a ma­ 
jor part of India’s newly an. 
nounced fourth 5-year economic 
plan. 
Money spent on agriculture is 
to be increased initially from 
13.3 per cent of the total to 15.4 
per cent. Funds allocated for 
education and health will be 
increased from l l to 16 per cent. 
Funds for power, 
transport 
and industry will drop from 61.2 
to 55 per cent, as plans now 
stand. 
Agriculture would have gotten 
even more in preliminary plan­ 
ning 
if it were 
not that 
a 
rapid shift in emphasis would 
doom many industrial projects 
now under way. Some industrial 
projects such as fertilizer plants 
are essential for eventual agri­ 
cultural progress. 
After the fourth plan begins in 
April 1966 there will be further 
quiet shifts of money and re­ 
sources to strictly agricultural 
projects. 
Moves 
in this direction al­ 
ready 
have 
created 
political 
problems 
for 
Prime 
Minister 
Shastri. Communists, and ortho­ 
dox Marxists within his own 
Congress party charge he is 
betraying the Nehru dream. 
There remains the task of 
convincing a largely illiterate 
population to cut the size of 
families and introduce modern 
farming methods. 
India, unlike Communist Chi­ 
na or the Soviet Union, cannot 
open new farm land — there is 
uone. Each of the 350 million 
acres available is heavily, if 
inefficiently, farmed. 
American wheat clearly is the 
difference 
between 
life 
and 
death for countless thousands. 
Even with American wheat 
pouring in, U.S. 
experts say 
India’s own foodgrain produc­ 
tion must increase by two mil­ 
lion tons annually to meet the 


population increase. 
Best 
estimates 
are 
that 
production will stay right where 
it is — around 80 million tons. 
India’s food 
problem, 
(hen, 
boils down to heavy dependence 
on the United States until at 
least 
1971, 
when, 
says 
Food 
Minister 
Chidambaram 
Su- 
bramaniam, 
enough 
grain 
should be produced locally. 
But will U.S. generosity last 
that long? 
American diplomats trying to 
keep the grain coming often are 
frustrated as the Indian govern­ 
ment makes moves like a re­ 
cent arms deal with Moscow. 
Where, the diplomats ask, will 
India turn if Congress gets an­ 
gry and the American grain is 
cut off? 


The 
Soviet 
Union 
itself is 
forced to buy grain abroad and 
couldn’t help much. 
India is 
diplomatically 
at 
odds 
with 
most its 
neighbors, 
including 
Communist China and Pakistan. 
Canada and Australia, both 
small nations, have shown they 
would rather sell wheat for hard 
currency. No other nations has 
anywhere near the resources to 
make a dent in India’s needs. 
Though India is thus boxed in, 
Washington has not attempted 
to squeeze out political conces­ 
sions in return for wheat. Wash­ 
ington seems to feel an econom. 
ically viable India, safely within 
democracy’s camp, will be am­ 
ple reward. 
Whether the plan works is yet 
to be seen.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Elec 
tion officials and qualified polit 
ical observers across the nation 
predict a record 70.8 million 
Americans will vote in the Nov. 
3 elections. 
In an Associated Press sur­ 
vey, these officials and observ 
ers in the 50 states and the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia estimated that 
88,697,400 Americans are regis­ 
tered or otherwise qualified to 
vote in the presidential election. 
Of this number, they predict 
70,856,050 
actually 
will 
cast 
ballots. 
Many states do not have cen­ 
tral registration and therefore 
can only estimate the number of 
qualified potential voters. Also, 
many states do not register 
voters by party, thus precluding 
a nationwide partisan registra­ 
tion breakdown. 
The 
registration 
figure 
is 
more than 4 million higher than 
the number of estimated eligi­ 
bles prior to the 1960 election. 
But the predicted vote is only 
about 2 million above the 68,838,- 
979 total vote in 1960. 
The Census Bureau recently 
estimated there are 114.4 mil­ 
lion Americans at home and 
abroad of voting age. But it 
conceded that millions of these 
would not be registered or oth­ 
erwise eligible because of fail­

American Lutheran Church hung 
a yield-not-to-temptation sign on 
church commercialism and tax 
dodging today, saying it dam­ 
ages integrity and “impoverish 
spiritual life.” 
The denomination's second an. 
nual convention, winding up a 
week of sessions here, adopted 
a strong stand against church 
commercial enterprises and tax 
policies, took a swipe at lotter­ 
ies and declared church and 
state should remain separate in 
financing school buses and text­ 
books. 
“Our concern 
is 
that 
the 
church be free to be the church, 
the state to be the state,” a 
policy statement endorsed by 
the 1,000 attending delegates 
said. 
The convention, which repre­ 
sents the denomination’s 2.5 mil­ 
lion members, said churches 
should be willing to accept 
“equitable taxation” of parson­ 
ages and other allied dwellings. 
The 500 lay and 500 clergy 
delegates approved a stand stat­ 
ing that churches using property 
“not exclusively and solely es­ 
sential’ to the ministry “ought 
to be subject” to tax laws the 
same as profit-seeking compan­ 
ies.

whether commercialism was a 
serious problem for the Ameri­ 
can Lutheran Church, but said:

Judge Saves Man 
From a Life of Crime 


NOTE: Judicial campaigns are conducted on a high plane and candi­ 
dates do not engage in confusion, misleading advertisements and other 
types of unfairness. Specific cases are never used as campaign issues. 
But in this campaign, the opposing candidate took out a full page in 
this newspaper last week in a vain attempt to FABRICATE AN ISSUE 
from a court case handled by Pickaway County Common Pleas Judge 
William Ammer, who is running for a second term. 
That act, therefore, FORCES the Ammer For Judge Committee to 
issue this explanation of the above-mentioned case. THE OPPOSING 
CANDIDATE DID NOT HAVE THE TRUE FACTS! 


THE PLACE WAS CLEVELAND, Cuyahoga County, one of IO 
Ohio counties in which Judge Ammer has presided on assignments 
by the Chief Justices of the Ohio Supreme Court. THE TIME WAS 
JAN. 5, 1962. The place was the Criminal Courtroom of the Court 
of Common Pleas. 
The man before the Bar of Justice was a 29-year-old Negro from 
Tennessee. He was unemployed, friendless and far from home. 
Cleveland police had accused him of being a key figure in a seven- 
state narcotics sales ring. THE EVIDENCE AGAINST THIS MAN 
WAS FAR FROM CONCLUSIVE. ALL OF IT WAS CIRCUM­ 
STANTIAL! 
After one charge against this man (possessing marijuana for 
sale) was dropped by the prosecutor, this man pleaded guilty to a 
charge of mere possession of marijuana. BECAUSE OF INSUFFI­ 
CIENT EVIDENCE, the prosecutor also dropped charges against 
two other persons, a man and a woman, arrested at the same time. 
On the morning set for sentencing, two high 
police officers appeared in Judge Ammer's private 
office to "tell" him what they expected in the way 
of a sentence. Judge Ammer, in effect, "tossed 
them out of the office" with a declaration that he 
MAKES NO DEALS WITH A N YO N E — W HAT­ 
EVER THEY HAD TO SAY M U ST BE SAID IN 
OPEN COURT, FACED BY THE ACCUSED A N D 
HIS ATTORNEY. 
At the sentencing, Judge Ammer noted that the accused Negro 
had served with honor in the U. S. Army and had attended college. 
Moreover, the American form of justice demands that a man he 
PROVEN GUILTY BEYOND A REASONABLE DOUBT. AND 
THIS THE CLEVELAND POLICE HAD FAILED TO DO. 
Judge Ammer placed the man on five-year probation and speci­ 
fied that he leave both Cleveland and the state of Ohio and return 
to live in his native Tennessee. 
This sentence INFURIATED THE CLEVELAND POLICE 
BRASS and they set out TO IGNITE THE FIRES OF “TRIAL BY 
NEWSPAPERS.” The leading Cleveland newspaper rejected the 
police complaint. After all, on that very morning Judge Ammer 
had sentenced to the Ohio Penitentiary a 52-year-old physician who 
had again forged a prescription to obtain narcotics. That PROVED 
Judge Ammer WAS HELPING in the police campaign against nar­ 
cotics traffic. 
So, the vindictive policemen went on and interested a less-* 
influential newspaper in their complaint. That was the news story 
and editorial which the opposing candidate tried so hard to make 
so much out of in his advertisement. 
BUT THE OPPOSING CANDIDATE DID NOT HAVE THE 
WHOLE STORY. JUDGE AMMER’S FAITH IN MANKIND AND 
HIS PHILOSOPHY ON PROBATION TURNED OUT IOO PER 
CENT. 
The accused Negro made good. He went back to Tennessee, lived 
up to terms of the probation, was never arrested during a two-year 
period. He worked at various jobs, finally becoming a self-employed 
house painter. In August, 1963, he earned $600. On Jan. 4, 1964, the 
presiding judge of the Cleveland court cancelled the remaining 
three years of probation. 
The friendless man at the Bar of Justice two vears previously 
HAD MADE GOOD. JUDGE AMMER’S FAITH HAD SAVED 
THIS MAN FROM A LIFE OF CRIME INTO WHICH HE MIGHT 
HAVE DRIFTED. He was now a free man! 
“The quality of mercy is not strained. It droppeth as the gentle 
rain from Heaven upon the place beneath. It is twice blessed. It 
blesseth him that gives and him that takes . . 
Shakespeare said 
that nearly 400 years ago. 
“If ye forgive men their trespasses, your Heavenly Father will 
also forgive you.” That’s from the Bible. 
Forgiveness and mercy are the foundations 
upon which religions and the brotherhood of 
mankind are based. Yet, the opposing candidate 
refers to probation as a "disgusting" type of law 
enforcement. 
Judge Ammer has awarded probation to first offenders when 
he felt they deserved it — provided there was no personal violence 
involved and provided that society would still be protected. Proba­ 
tion can be the means by which an offender is rehabilitated and 
returned to a place in society. 
PROBATION IS A SECOND CHANCE GIVEN TO HIM WHO 
HAS STRAYED FROM THE STRAIGHT-AND-NARROW PATH. 
THE OFFENDER MUST MAKE GOOD, or the probation will be 
revoked and the man sent to prison. Also, probation has a financial 
advantage from the taxpayer’s viewpoint: Expense of checking on 
probations is only a fraction of what it costs to maintain men in 
prisons. 
When the opposing candidate tells you probation is “disgusting,” 
he doesn’t really mean it. THE OPPOSING CANDIDATE COMES 
INTO JUDGE AMMER’S COURT FREQUENTLY AND PLEADS 
FOR PROBATION FOR HIS CLIENTS — EVEN SECOND AND 
THIRD OFFENDERS. The opposing candidate even wants proba­ 
tions continued after the accused men continue to break laws1 
JUDGE AMMER WILL NOT TOLERATE THAT.
